Judge Story on the Supreme Court 


The following is an watradtl from an Ad- 
dress delivered by Judge Story at Boston, 
Sept. 4th, 1821. Judge-S. was ‘a member of | 
the Supreme Court, and was one of the great- 
est legal luminaries which our country ever 
produced. It would almost sdem as though 
his prophetic eye foresaw the present condi- 
tion of our country, and uttered these words 
ef. wisdom to forewarn his countrymen: 

“The most delicate, and at the same time 
the proudest attribute of Ametican jurispru- 
dence, is the right of its judicial tribunals to 
decide questions of Constitutional law. In 
other Governments these questions cannot 
be-entertained or decided by Courts of Jus- 
tice, and therefore, whatever may be the the- 
ory of the Constitution, the: Legislative au- 
thority is practically omnipotent, and there 
isno means of contesting the legality or 
justice of the law but by an appeal to arms. 
This can be done only when oppression 
weighs heavily and grievously on the whole 
people, and is resisted by all because it is 
felt by all. But the oppression that strikes 
at an humble individual, though it robs him 
of character‘and fortune, is remediless, und 
if it becomes the subject of judicial inquiry, 
Judges may lament, but cannot resist the 
mandates of the Legislature. 

Far different is the case in our country ; 
and the privilege of bringing every law to 
the test of the Constitution belongs to the 
humblest citizen, who owes no obedience to 
any legislative act which transcends the con- 
stitutional limits. Some visionary states- 
men, indeed, who affect to believe that the 
Legislature can do no wrong, and sone zeal- 
ous leaders, who affect to believe that: popu- 
lar opinion is the voice of unerring wisdom, 
have, at times, questioned the authority of 
Courts of Justice. If they were correct in 
these doctrines, we might as well be without 
a written Constitution of Government, siri¢e 
the minority would always be in complete 
subjection to the majority; and it is to be 
feared, that-the experience of mankind has 
never shown, that the despotism of numbers 
has been more mild or equitable than that 
swayed by asingle hand. This heresy, as 
questionable in point of sound policy as it is 
unconstitutional in its language, has hitherto 
made but little progress among us, _ The 
wise, and the learned, and the virtuous have 
been nearly unanimous in supporting that 
doctrine, which Courts of Justice have uni- 
formly asserted that the Gonstitution is not 
the law for the Legislature only, but is the 
Jaw, and the supreme law, which is to direct 
and control all judicial proceedings. The 
discussion of Constitutional questions throws 
a lustre around the bar, and gives a dignity 
to its functions, which can rarely belong to 
the profession in any other country. Law- 
yers are here emphatically placed as sentinels 
upon the outposts of ‘the Constitution, and 
no nobler end could be proposed for their 
ambition than to stand as faithful guardians 
of the Constitution, ready te defend its le- 
gitimate power, and to stop the arm of Leg- 
islative, Executive, or popular oppression. - 

This is a subject which cannot too deeply 
engage the most solemn reflections of the 
profession. Our danger lies in the facility 
with which, under. the popular cast of our 
institutions, honest but visionary Legislators 
and artful leaders may approach to sap the 
foundations of Government, Other nations 
have their security against sudden changés, 
good or bad, in the habits of the people or 
the nature of their institutions, , They have 
a monarch gifted with high prerogatives, or 
a nobility graced with wealth and knowl- 
edge and hereditary honors;,or a stubborn, 
national spirit. proud of ancient institutions 
and obstinate against all reforms, ‘These are 
obstacles which resist the progress even of 
satutary changes; and ages sometimes elapse 
before such reforms are introduced, and yet 
more ages before they are sanctioned by pub- 
lic reverence. The youthful vigor of our 
Constitution of Government, and the strong 
encouragement held out by free discussion 
to new enquiries and experiments, expose Us 
to the opposite inconyenience of too little 
regard for what is established, and too warm 
a zeal for untried theories. Thisis our weak 
point of defense, and it will always be as- 
sailed by those who pant. for public favor 
and hepe for advaricement in pouitical strug 
gles. E 
Under the peeeoure of. temporary evils, or 
misguided impulscs of party, or plausible 
alarms for public liberty, it is not difficult 
to ourselves that what is establish- 
ed is wrong; that what bounds the popular 
wishes is oppressive ; and that.which is. un- 
tried will give permanent relief and safety.
